doom. They art* spiritually asleep and hate to he d!sturls*il. Stupidly gfH*U-na- 
tur^ as a rule, they get fnriens whenever or wherever foreihly aroused from 
their mental lethargy. In such a eoiiditioii they an* danger«)us as wild heasts 
and ready to perform any ntnKities. The philistiin's are the ballast of human 
society, its static element. Who are tin* kickersV The p»*<*|ile that instinctively 
feel that the wisdom of past generations called authority, precnleiii, tradition, 
may outlive its utility and turn into folly. They have no capa<'it.v. hut feel a 
passionate desire for <‘riti(*al or ndalytical n*asoniitg. They art* anxious to know 
and ready to believe at one and the same time. They are not fatalists, pnd in¬ 
stinctively feel that the world is always changing, that tlic past. iin*scNl and fu¬ 
ture are not idciitieal. They are spiriliially half ash*i*p ami half awake, ami do 
not oliject to l)eii)g tIo»ri>ughly arou**ei!. If anniMsl they form the ijo’tor of his¬ 
torical events hy dragging after them tlic usually inert masso of philisiines. The 
kickers are not satistitsl with the conditions aroumi them, they believe that these 
comlilioiis ma.v he ami ought to he chaugisl or iiiodilitsl, hut they do not know 
how.

The following Is tbe noilonsl platform of 
principles of tbe Social Democrats: The 
Hoclallst party of America. In narion.Tl eon- 
vontinn asB«>nibleil, rcaffiriua Its adherence 
to the nrlnclples of International Social¬ 
ism. anu declares Its aim to he tbe or- 
ganlsatloD of the wot king class, and those 
In sympathy with It.

Frirate ownership of the means o( pro¬ 
duction and dlstilbotion Is responsible for 
the ever-lnerenslng uncertainty of liveli¬ 
hood uod tbe poverty and misery of the 
workers, and It divides society In^o two 
hostile classes—the capitalists and wag** 
workers. The onre powerful middle class 
Is rapidly disappearing In tbe mill of com¬ 
petition. Tbe strnggli* Is now between tbe 
capitalist clasA and the working class. The 
possession of the means of livelihood gives 
to the capltallsta tbe control of the gov¬ 
ernment, the press, tbe pulpit and the 
•choola. and enables them to reduce the 
w'oiklng men to a state of Intellectnsl. 
physical and social Inferiority, political sab- 
serrlencc and virtual slavery. 

The economic Intereats of the capitalist 
class dominate onr enrire social sys'em: 
the lives of the working clans are reck- 
l<*salr sacrificed for profit, wars are fo¬ 
mented between nations, indfscrim'nntc 
slaughter la encontaged and the deatruc. 
ttoD of whole races Is sanctioned In order 
that the capltallsta may extend their com¬ 
mercial dominion abroad and enhance their 
snoremacy at home.
